years ago will be taking just 
one more step when Congress 
soon gives final approval to the 
voting rights bill and medical 
care for people 65 and over. 
President Johnson is extend­ 
ing what his hero, 
President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, started. 
Until 
1935 
there 
were 
two 
prevalent 
American 
philos­ 
ophies: that tile federal govern­ 
m ent had no responsibility for 
the general welfare; and that 
safety and survival lay in isola­ 
tion. 
Both 
have 
been 
turned 
completely around. 
Although 
England 
u n d e r 
Queen Elizabeth in the 16th cen­ 
tury showed twinges about peo­ 
ple’.-} welfare 
by passing 
laws 
concerning tile poor, the idea 
was slow in growing. 
As late as the latter half of 
the 19th century American pres­ 
idents were emphatically deny­ 
ing the federal government had 
general 
welfare 
responsibility. 
This idea slowly melted as in­ 
dustry and the population grew. 
But it wasn’t abandoned until 
1935 when Congress passed the 
first Social Security Act provid­ 
ing old age pensions and other 
benefits. Congress took another 
gigantic step in 1935. 
This was in passing the Wag­ 
ner Act which said employers 
must bargain with a union of 
their employes and couldn’t fire 
a man for joining one. Workers 
never had that protection until 
then. Unions mushroomed. 
In 
1937, 
under 
Roosevelt’s 
prodding, the revolution caught 
up 
with 
the 
Supreme 
Court 
whose concern, clinging to 19th 
century ideas was for business 
and property interests. 
It approved the Social Securi­ 
ty and W agner acts and went 
on, although sometimes halting­ 
ly, to show more concern for 
individual rights and liberties. 
In 1833 England had imposed 
its first limits on the hours a 
man would have to w-ork. It lim­ 
ited miners to 48 hours a week. 
Congress moved in the 
same 
direction 105 years later. In 1938 
it 
approved 
a 
44-hour 
work 
week, later reduced to 40, and 
began tile requirem ent of mini­ 
mum wages. 
The New Deal’s social legisla­ 
tion really ended there as the 
Roosevelt administration, wor­ 
ried about the coming war in 
Europe, began to build its de­ 
fenses and slowly em erged from 


isolation with lend-lease. But it 
got into war. 
The United States, which had 
backed away from the League 
of Nations, in the anguish of 
World VVar II began to hope for 
postwar peace and joined the 
United Nations. That was the 
beginning of the end of isolation.;

came

Fro m the sta ndpo int o f the number o f 
peo ple inv o lv ed, the United Sta tes is 
no l o n g e r a n “ industria l” eco no my . It 
ha s beco me a “ serv ice” eco no my . 
The shift to o k pla ce in 1 9 5 6, when the 
po rtio n o f the la bo r fo rce eng a g ed in 
the pro ductio n o f g o o ds wa s equa led by 
tha t in the pro ductio n o f serv ices — 
tea ching , selling , repa iring , pro v iding 
medica l serv ices, etc.

Electronic Revolution 


Mention the words “American econ­ 
omy” 
anywhere in the world 
and 
chances are that the phrase will con­ 
jure visions of vast factories, towering 
refineries and great mines. 
The vision will be substantially cor­ 
rect. The United States is today the 
world’s leading industrial nation — 
with no close second. The ability to 
produce an abundance of goods at rela­ 
tively low cost is at the root of all its 
material strengths. 
Yet, that very productive efficiency 
is at the heart of the sweeping changes 
which are taking place in the economy. 
From the standpoint of the number of 
people involved, the United States is 
no longer an “industrial” economy. It 
has become a “service” economy. 
The shift took place in 1956, when the 
portion of the labor force engaged in 
the production of goods was equaled by 
that in the production of services — 
teaching, selling, repairing, providing 
medical services, etc. 
It is something that has never before 
happened in history. The production of 
goods, basically of the essentials of 
life, has always occupied the larger 
share of the work force. 
Technology has multiplied the pro­ 
ductive power of the individual that 
America can supply all the goods need­ 
ed at home, and all that can be sold in 
export, with only 45 per cent of the 
work force. By way of comparison, the 
Soviet Union (which is bucking for sec­ 
ond place, economically) uses prac­ 
tically 40 per cent of its work force just 
in agriculture. Less than 8 per cent is 
so employed in the U. S. 
For the United States, this is the sec- 
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ond major shift in the work force. The 
first was from the agricultural to the 
industrial. In early days, at least 80 per 
cent of the population was engaged in 
farming. 
New farming technology resulted in 
millions leaving the soil. They poured 
into the cities and factories, a vital fac­ 
tor in the growth of the U. S. economy. 
Without that continuing flow of work­ 
ers, the factories could never have been 
built and manned. 
After 1920, however, the sam e proc­ 
ess began to undermine the primacy of 
industrial production. Efficiency and 
productivity made possible industrial 
output with a smaller share of the 
work force, allowing a movement into 
the services — many of which have tra­ 
ditionally been considered luxuries. 
That process is still going on, accord­ 
ing to the latest figures. But the shad­ 
ow of the third revolution is already in 
evidence. The electronic computer has 
entered to expand — not the muscle of 
man, as has past technological prog­ 
ress —■ but his brain. The computer per­ 
forms human functions in many of the 
services, among them banking and in­ 
surance — and virtually all fields in 
which records and numbers play a 
part. 
Change today is not only as dramatic 
as in the past, but even more rapid. 
Yet, despite the rapid forward thrust 
of technology — or because of it — 
America is enjoying record prosperity 
and employment. The ability of the 
American economic structure to take 
advantage of past changes is evidence 
that it can do so again, as future condi­ 
tions demand it. 


Rest in Peace

G reat M artian Waterworks Inc. 
The dream of this gigantic 
project stem s from a theory of a 
distinguished

nomer. the late Percival Lowell. 
Around the turn of the centu­ 
ry, 
Lowell 
championed 
this 
idea: 
That a mysterious network of 
lines on 
the M artian surface 
were actually canals built by a 
race of superintelligent beings 
— to nourish the otherwise arid 
planet 
with 
w ater 
from 
the 
north and south poles of Mars. 
Lowell's idea — supported by 
many of his colleagues at the 
tim es — wras that the icy poles 
melted as spring and sum m er 
came to each respective hemi­ 
sphere of the planet — but that 
the water had to be pumped 
down through the mighty canal 
system. 
And they figured the power re­ 
quired for such a system would 
be about 4,000 tunes tile energy 
generated by Niagara Falls. 
Scoffers over the years have 
indicated 
that

were such a system — which 
they doubted — the Martians 
still would be hard-up for water. 
This is because, as one theory 
has it, if all the polar mass 
melted into water there would 
be only enough water to fill a 
single huge lake basin — far 
from enough to supply a world 
about one half the size of the 
planet earth. 
Actually, 
it was an 
Italian 
astronom er named Schiaperelli 
who touched off the “ canal’’ 
controversy 
in 
1877,

time, the Italian researcher re­ 
ported discovery of the Martian 
surface lines which he named

“ channels. ” 
Schiaperelli 
himself

Cloud’s group 
would keep allocations to city 
districts in line with tile present 
formula. 
The most recent compromise 
would boost the so-called flat 
grant to city districts from $2,- 
400. slightly less than they would 
get under the formula. A pro­ 
posed increase in local “check 
off” millage from 12.5 to 13.5 re­ 
portedly was dropped. 
Some 
legislators 
speculated 
that the recent impasse stem­ 
med from the school lobby feud 
with Gov. Rhodes over subsi­

Unless a school foundation bill 
becomes law, they point out 
that supplemental acts would be 
required to spend some $45 mil­ 
lion carried in the general ap­ 
propriations bill for teacher in­ 
creases and some other school 
functions.

ment in the making is the de­ 
clared intention of Senate Re­ 
publican leader Theodore M. 
Gray of Piqua to bring about 35 
gubernatorial appointments to 
the Senate floor for action on 
confirmation. 
They have been held in the 
rules committee in the expecta­ 
tion of automatic confirmation 
upon

adjournment 
for 
“failure of the senate to act.” 
But a recent appellate court 
decision said the Senate has a 
duty to act on confirmation of 
appointments while in session. 
Senate Democrats forced con­ 
sideration of a handful of ap­ 
pointments early in the session, 
during hospitalization of a Re­ 
publican member. They claimed 
confirmation failed for lack of 
17 favorable votes. 
But administration aides as­ 
serted that 17 negative votes are 
required for rejection as well as 
a like number of affirmative 
votes for confirmation. They 
pointed out that the appellate 


court failed to rule on that ques­ 
tion. 
Major unresolved issues pend­ 
ing in the legislature, some of 
them facing death for lack of 
final action in any quick ad­ 
journment rush, include: 
Senate-approved bills to per­ 
mit limited Sunday sale of liqu­ 
or, public bussing of parochial 
and private school pupils, a ban 
on racial discrimination in hous­ 
ing and tighter strip mining con­ 
trols. 
House approved bills for coun­ 
ty administration of all public

industrial development. 
A new $27 million capital im- 
provments bill awaits action 
in both houses but reapportion­ 
ment retains only the faintest 
flicker of life, leaders assert.

CINCINNATI (AP)—The Gold 
King of the Philippines is dead 
at the age of 97. 
“Judge” John W. Hausser- 
mann, who left his native New 
Richmond, just up the Ohio 
River, some 70 years ago to 
make his fortune, died Sunday 
in a Cincinnati hospital. He had 
been there for about a month. 
A genial, self - made man, 
Haussermann used to say he 
was one of the few millionaries 
collecting social security. 
“The government asked me to 
take it as a favor after I reach­ 
ed 90,” be told a newsman once. 
“They said I was messing up 
their whole bookkeeping system 
by not taking it. Well, I didn’t 
want to do that, so I filled out 
the form.” 
Haussermann 
went 
to 
the 
Philippines in 1898 with the U.S. 
Army in the Spanish-American 
War. He stayed in the islands 
after the fighting ended, was 
appointed assistant U. S. At­ 
torney, drew up a city charter 
for Manila, and eventually went 
into 
private law practice. 
In 1916, he took over some 
stock in the Benguet Mining 
Co. as part of a legal fee. He 
became interested in gold min­ 
ing and by the time W'orld War 
ll started, his Benguet Consoli­ 
dated Mining Co. was a $100 
million operation that employed 
13.000 people anc produced $15 
million in gold alone each year. 
The war ruined it, and after 
the Japanese were ousted from 
the 
Philippines, 
Haussermann 
had to spend $8 millioiv— most 
of it money he raised himself— 
to get the mining concern back 
into operation. 
He remained president of Ben­ 
guet until 1962. By that time 
the mining firm was doing well 
again and had branched out in­ 
to oil, copper, silver and other 
fields. 
He came back to Ohio in 1938 
to build a huge maasion on a 
hill outside New’ Richmond, but 
went back to the Philippines 
after the war. When Benguet 
was h a c k on its f e e t , the 


i “Judge” returned to New Rich­ 
mond and had been living there 
* ever since.

Board Faces 


Lawsuit by 


Teacher, 40 


AKRON, Ohio (AP)—A grade 
school teacher in nearby Bath 
whose contract was not renewed 
plans to sue the school board 
to get back the teaching job he 
held the last three years. 
The dispute involves William 
L. 
Harper, 40, 
a fifth-grade 
teacher, and the Bath-Richfield 
Township Board of Education. 
Deadline 
for renewing the 
teachers’ contracts was April 
30, and the board did not act 
on Harper’s contract at its April 
meeting. 
Frank C. Mayer, executive 
head of the local school district, 
contends *he board 
a c t i o n 
amounted to dismissal of Har­ 
per. Mayer says Harper was 
fired because he was unable to 
control his 35 fifth graders. 
Harper maintains classroom 
control was not the real reason 
for his dismissal but his inter­ 
est in unionism. 
“I’m doing my master’s the­ 
sis 
on 
unionism,” 
he 
says. 
“They’re running scared of un­ 
ionism in public education, and 
because I am conducting a sur­ 
vey on the subject they are 
afraid I am a union agitator.” 
Harper contends the dismissal 
is illegal because the board 
“did not in fact make a deci­ 
sion not to renew my contract.” 
and that he was not notified by 
letter from the board as speci­ 
fied by law. He admits, how­ 
ever, that Mayer notified him 
of his dismissal by letter.
